MISSING IN STORM 


No Word Received from Kansas 
City III. and Springfield in 
Portland, Ore., fan

ONE PILOT REPORTED HURT 


Portland, Ore., June 12.—One brief message 
telling of disaster to the balloon Million 
Population Club was the only word received 
up to late today from three of the balloons 
that started from here yesterday in a race 
under the auspices of the Aere Club of 
America. 

Of the fate of the Kansas City III. and the 
Springfield there was an ominous silence. 

The other baiioon in the race, the Uncle 
Sam, was wrecked in a thunder storm last 
night. 

This morning on the wings of a white car- 


rler pigeon was brought this laconic mes- 


sage from the Million Population Club: 

Balloon struck by lightning. Berry hurt. 
MORRISON.”’ 

The message was written by George Y. 
Morrison, probably while he was in a daze, 
for he failed to give his location. His com- 
panion was Capt. John Berry of St. Louis, 
the pilot. 

Morrison is a frontiersman from Lewiston, 
Idaho, and it is believed he will be able to 
find his way out of the mountains and bring 
aid to his injured companion, unless he, too, 
ig injured. 


Begin Search for Balloons. 

Every effort possible was put forth to find 
the Uncle Sam and the other two unreported 
balloons. The United States forest service or- 
dered every forester in the Oregon Cascade 
mountains to the search. It is believed that 
the Million Population Club probably went 
down somewhere in the dense forest on the 
west slope of the Cascades, southeast of here. 

Word came late today from Liberal, about 
forty miles southeast of here, that a balloon 
was seen by a ranch hand close to tha earth 
at 2:30 o'clock this morning. The occupants 
shouted to him, asking for their direction, 
but did not say who they were. 

While the Springfield and Kansas City III. 
may have passed safely through the storm 
and over the Cascades into a thinly settled 
region it is feared they met the same fate 
as the Million Population Club, and it is re- 


_ garded as almost impossible that there would 


not be some report of their being sighted 
had they continued in flight today. 

The Kansas City III. was piloted by John 
Watts of Kansas City, and carried Roscoe 
Fawcett, sporting editor of a Portland paper, 
as passenger. The Springfield was piloted 
by Roy Donaldson of Springfield, III., and car- 
ried Wilbur Henderson of Portland as pas- 
senger. Both the balloons took carrier 
pigeons with them. 

The carrier pigeon, which arrived at its cote 
here wet from the storm shortly before 
1 m. with the word of the disaster of the 
Million Population Club, showed fatigue, ac- 
cording to its owner, George Warren. Mr. 
Warren said it came fiying from the south- 
west, and he believed it had flown anywhere 
from 130 to 170 miles. 


Pilot Tells of Experience. 
Oregon City, Ore., June 12.—Capt. H. E. 
Honeywell of St. Louis, pilot of the balloon 
Uncle Sam, who arrived here today, told a 
graphic story of his flight through a storm

EMBERS of the Chicago clear 

ing house committee gave unani- 

mous assurance yesterday that de- 

positors in the banks outside those 

affiliated with the Munday-Lorimer 
La Salle Street Trust and Savings bank, 
need have no concern over their deposits 
or investments. 

George M. Reynolds, president of the 
Continental and Commercial National 
bank and a member of the clearing house 
committee, said: 

“Depositors in the suburban banks 
should not make the mistake of associat- 
ing such ‘institutions with the string of 
banks controlled by those in charge of the 
La Salle Street Trust and Savings bank. 
The latter have not been under the super- 
vision of the clearing house committee and 
we cannot speak for them. But other sub- 
urban and outlying banks are well man- 
aged. These banks are under the super- 
vision of the clearing house committee and 
have as correspondents big downtown banks 
that will furnish all the money they need. 

„So far as the general banking situation 
in Chicago is concerned, it is absolutely 
sound. We know this, for the clearing 
house committee has its own examiner to 
make reports on the banks.” 

— 

James B. Forgan, president of the First 
National bank und chairman of the clear- 
ing house committee, said: 

“The closing of these banks can affect 
other banks no more than if the failure 
had occurred in San Francisco. These 
banks are not connected with any Chicago 
clearing house banks and we know noth- 
ing about them so far as their condition 
is concerned. The Chicago banking situa- 
tion is better than it bas been in years.” 

John J. Mitchell, president Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank, said: 

“This development with reference to 
the La Salle Trust and Savings bank and 
other banks in which former Senator Lori- 
mer and his associates have been affiliated 
has nothing to do with the general bank- 
ing situation, and consequently none of the 
Chicago banks will in any way be af- 
fected by it. This suspension is simply 
the result of poor banking. In other 
words, it is simply the result of an effort 
of a cobbler attempting to conduct a bank, 
Naturally those banks affiliated with the 
Lorimer banks will be affected. The de 
velopments today are no surprise to those 
in the banking business, the only surpris- 
ing feature being that the state banking 
department had not taken charge long ago.

The city of Chicago is one depositor, it ig 
said, which will not lose a penny through the 
troubles of the La Salle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings bank and its allied institutions. 

All of the municipal funds deposited in 
these banks are protected by surety company 
bonds. Representatives of the city expressed 
implicit confidence that the guarantors would 
make prompt payments of all the money in- 
volved and representatives of the companies 
said their obligations would be taken care of 
without question or delay. 

The first steps in that direction were taken 
before nightfall. City Controller Traeger

Bank’s Condition Suspected. 
The critical condition of the La Salle Street 
bank has been suspected in the banking cir- 
cles for some time. It has been an open secret 
all of this week. 
Early on Wednesday morning a depositor in 
the La Salle Street bank called at one of 
the large downtown banks with his lawyer 
and asked them to collect his entire account. | 
This bank received his check and sent it over 
to the Corn Exchange National bank for eer- 
tification. The Corn Exchange held the 
check but did not certify it until late in the 
afternoon. 
It also developed 8 the day that the 
La Salle Street bank had been liquidating 
heavily through the week. A representative 
of one bond house said that it sent to the 
bond house the kind of bonds in ‘which 
that particular concern traded, in sums 
varying from $10,000 to $75,000, and invaria- 
bly accepted whatever bid was made. The 
messenger waited for the check, which he 
took back to his bank. The informant said 
this one house purchased over $200,000 in se- 
curities in the first three days of this week. 


Issue of Criminality. 
Should it turn out, as now is regarded prob- 
able, that the La Salle Street bank accepted 
deposits after the bank was known to be 
insolvent, the principal officers have sub- 
jected themselves to arrest and criminal 
prosecution under the state law. 
The extreme penalty is imprisonment in 
the state penitentiary not less than one nor 
more than three years. 
Lawyers were of the opinion that only the 
responsible officers of a bank, such as the 
President and vice president, would come 
within the meaning of the law, since such 
officials would be the ones responsible for 
keeping the ‘bank open after its insolvency 
was known. 


Criminal Code Cited. 
The criminal code of the state of Illinois, 
section 25 A, is as follows: 

1. That if any banker or broker, or per 
son or persons, doing a banking business, 
or any Officer of any banking company, 
or incorporated bank, doing business 1 
this state, shall receive from any person 
or persons, firm, company, or corpore- 
tion, or from any agent thereof, not in- 
debted to said banker, broker, banking 
company, or incorporated bank, any 
money, check, draft, bill of exchange, 
stocks, bonds, or other valuable thing 
which is transferrable by deliverer, when 
at the time of receiving such deposit said 
banker, broker, banking company, or 
incorporated bank -is in his or its 
knowledge insolvent, whereby the de- 
posits so made shall be lost to the de- 
positor, said banker, broker, or officer, 
80 receiving such deposit, shall be deemed 
guilty of embeszlement, and upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined in ¢ sum 
double the amount of the sum ‘so em- 
bezzled and fraudulently taken, and in 
addition 5 may be imprisoned in 
nor more than three years~’” 

Says “Tribune” Played

BROADWAY BANK “RAIDED.” 
The Broadway State bank paid into the La 


Salle Street Trust and Savings bank $175,000 
without security. This was admitted by an 
official of the Broadway bank to a reporter 
for THE TRIBUN®S. On condition that his 
name would not now be used, he said: 

“Early in the week a meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Broadway bank was held. It 
was then I discovered we had $175,000 in the 
La Salle bank. I was astounded. I had be- 
lieved from previous statements that the 
total was only $40,000. 

1 inquired about the security given us by 
the La Salle Street bank. To my surprige I 
learned there was none. A demand was 
made that this be attended to at once. Ac- 
cordingly the directors appointed a commit- 
tee to call on the officials of the La Salle 
street institution. 

We made our first call on Wednesday. 
We were told to return on Thursday. We 
did so and were told our list of securities 
would be made up for delivery to us on Fri- 
day morning. We had selected the secur- 
ities we wanted. Today, as you know, the 
La Salle Street bank was closed and so were 
we.“ 

President Paul A. Hazard of the Broad - 
way bank, who also is a trustee of the Sani- 
tary district, insisted the $200,000 in securi- 
ties on hand could quickly be turned into 
cash. He declared the bank is solvent and 
could begin to pay out at once. 


Cashier’s Quitting a Mystery. 

It developed during the day that E. E. 
Hughes resigned on Feb. 1 as vice president, 
cashier, and director of the Broadway bank. 
Asked why he had quit, Mr. Hughes re- 
plied: 

I was not in accord with the management. 
That is all I care to say now.“ 

A director of the bank was asked why Mr. 
Hughes resigned. 

“I do not know,“ he said. I met Hughes 
on the street a few days ago and asked him. 
He told me he would see me in a few days 
and explain.“ 

Herman E. Oelrich succeeded Mr. Hughes 
as cashier, while John H. Rife took his place 
as vice president and director. Rife is sec- 
retary of the La Salle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings bank and is recognized by the directors 
as Munday’s man in the Broadway bank. 


Hazard Biggest Depositor. 

The Broadway bank boasts 1,500 depos 
itors. In the main their holdings are small. 
President Hazard said he probably was the 
largest individual depositor. 

_ “I Bave $25,000 in my bank, and I am not 
worrying,” he said. To prove that the fail- 
ure of the La Salle Trust was like a thunder- 
bolt from a clear sky to me, I want to state 
that I deposited $15,000 in the Broadway |

The bond form signed by all guarantors of 
city deposits was drafted by the city law de- 
partment, and Corporation Counsel Sexton 
said it is sound in every detail. When City 
Controller Traeger sought his advice he pre- 
pared letters to be sent to each one of the 
guarantors of the La Salle street institution. 
Similar ones will be sent the sureties of the 
smaller institutions if demands for the pay- 
ment of city funds are refused when they 
are made, as they probably will be in the 
near future. 


Sureties Issue Statement 

The conference of the surety company rep- 
resentatives was held in the offices of the 
Chicago Bonding and Surety company in the 
National Life building. A statement author- 
ized by those present follows: 

An informal meeting of representatives 
of some of the surety companies interested 
was held this afternoon for the purpose of 
procuring such information as might be avail- 
able concerning the affairs of the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank. No facts 
other than those about which the press is al- 
ready informed were procurable. 

“The surety companies will as a matter 
of course take care of their obligations in 
this connection.“

E. A. Hamill, president of the Corn Ex- 
change National bank and chairman of the 
clearing house committee, said the Corn Ex- 
change bank had been friendly with the 
Lorimer institution because of a desire to 
befriend Charles G. Fox, vice president of 
the La Salle street bank and a former em- 
ployé of the Corn Exchange. 

„I know nothing about the affairs of the 
La Salle street bank, Mr. Hamill said. “I 
have heard rumors for a few days that they 
were in difficulties, but beyond that I know 
nothing. 

The La Salle street bank was nota mem- 
ber of the clearing house association, and 
its affairs have not been discussed in the 
association or in the clearing house commit- 
tee. I know, because I am chairman of the 
committee. 

_ “The bank has an account with the Corn 
Exchange bank. Their account is just like 
the account of any other customer of ours. 
They dont owe us a dollar. We owe them 
money, because they have money on credit 
with us. They generally carried a large

to convince them their savings were not lost. 

Three middle aged women, after an excit- 
ing conversation with the policeman, who at- 
temptede to hold them back, mished to the 
closed door. One weman threw herself 
against the door and screamed: 

“They’ve got my money in there! 1 
want it.“ 


Try to Peer Inside Bank. 

As night neared and men and women who 
work downtown came home, the crowd in- 
creased. They joined the crowd in front of 
the bank gnd many tried to catch a glimpse 
of the bank's interior between the cracks of 
the drawn shades. Three times it was neces- 
sary for the police to disperse them. At one 
time a riot call was sent in. 

When the latest editions of the newspapers 
arrived groups of older depositors, who could 
not read English, gathered about those who 
bought papers and urged them to read aloud. 
At one time there were more than 100 of these 
groups listening anxiously to those who were 
reading the latest developments. 

One of the peculiar features of the situa- 
tion was the hesitancy of the depositors of 
the Jewish quarter to reveal the amount of 
their losses. Horte were made to get the 
names and losses of persons in the crowd, but 
in every case this information was refused. 


Angle of Jewish Pride. 

This reticence was explained by a clothing 
store proprietor, who admitted he had some 
money deposited in the bank. 

“You see, it's this way with the people 
in the Jewish quarters,“ he said. They 
have a peculiar pride and they hide their 
sorrows from their enemies. Take my case 
for example. I wouldn’t admit that I lost 
any money in that bank, because it would 
give my enemies much pleasure. Therefore 
I hide my sorrow in order to keep my enemies 
from enjoying the fact that I was such a 
poor business man as to put my money in that 
bank. My people never admit it when they 
are flimflammed. 

Officials of the bank left the institution 
early in the day. They asserted the bank 
would open on Monday unless something un- 
foreseen happened. 

The Ashland-Twelfth Street bank received 
an unusual amount of new depositors during 
the last three weeks, owing to the agitation 
against private banks. Many of the new de- 
positors had had their savings in several pri- 
vate banksin the neighborhood. When their 
confidence in the private institutions became 
shaky they withdrew their money and depos- 
ited it in the nearest state bank, which was 
the Ashland-Twelfth. 


i At the Broadway Bank. | 


When employés and officers of the Broad- 
way State bank arrived at the institution 
shortly after 8 o'clock yesterday morning 
they found Examiners Burke and Sullivan 
awaiting them. They were surprised, as it 
was the first visit of the examiners since 
the bank was opened on Jan. 3 of this year. 

“The La Salle Street Trust and Savings 
bank is closed, and we want to look over 
your books, said the examiners. They took 
possession. After a hurried inspection they 
notified the officials not to réceive or pay 
out money until further notice. The exam- 
iners remained at the bank all day. 

Deposits were received until about 9:30 
o’clock, however. This was admitted by W. 
L. Stoetzel, joint paying and recelving teller. 
Among those to make a deposit was H. E. 
Nottingham, bookkeeper for the Reese Jones 
Clothing company, 4639 Broadway. He 
brought in $122, which was accepted. 


Depositor Scolds the Teller. 

Nottingham did not learn of the bank’s 
difficulties until noon. He returned to the 
bank and took Stoetzel to task for taking 
moncy under such circumstances. 

Stoetzel tried to explain to Nottingham 
that he did not know the bank was not sup- 
posed to do business until nearly half an hour 
after he opened his cage for the day. When 
informed, he said, he turned over his cash 
and books to the examiners. 

Mr. Jones also was displeased. He said he 
made it possible for the bank to locate in the 
neighborhood by selling his lease for $11,500, 

Paul A. Hazard, a trustee of the sanitary 
district, is president of the Broadway bank 
He said he was notified by the cashier, Her- 
man R. Oelrich, that the bank examiners 
were in charge. He did not know any depos- 
its had been received during the morning. 
He supposed a few dollars might have 
been paid out.

Has $175,000 in the La Balle.

Street bank?’ a depositor asxed Mr. Haz- 
ard.

“John H. Rife, secretary of 
the La Balle street bank, is a director in the 
Broadway bank, as is Emil W. Zinser, who 
also is a director in the La Salle. Rife repre- 
sents the La Salle street concern’s interests 
in our bank.” 


Hazard Calls Board Meeting. 

Hazard called a meeting of the board of 
directors before the 1,500 depositors, made 
up of small merchants and residents of the 
Wilson avenue neighborhood, learned of the 
situation. 

The depositors began to arrive at the bank 
just as the directors’ meeting adjourned. 
There were more women than men in the 
crowd. The women apparently had hurried 
from their homes upon hearing the news- 
boys loudly proclaiming the bank failure. 
The depositors appeared nervous, but sup- 
pressed their feelings. President Hazard 
did his utmost to allay their fears. 

Throughout the afternoon the depositors 
came in a continuous stream. Several chil- 
dren, with little savings banks, were among 
those who inquired if their money was safe. 
Some of the women also carried the small 
savings banks, which they had been induced 
to take on the promise they would be cred- 
ited with 50 cents if they returned the banks 
with their savings by July 1. 


Teller Stoetzel Advises Patience. 

Mrs. Grey Smith, who refused to give her 
address, wanted to cash a check for $1v and 
also have her savings bank opened. Wallace 
Samuelson of 1208 Ainslie street wanted $6. 
Teller Stoetzel received all callers and 
suavely assured them they would get their 
money if they only would be patient. 

As the crowd grew larger President Haz- 
ard came to the front of the bank office, and, 
standing by his desk, said: 

“There is nothing for any of you de- 
positors to worry about. Weare absolutely 
solvent and will pay depositors dollar for 
dollar just as soon as the examiners will let 
us. The directors have just agreed to make 
good every cent. If any one loses it will be 
the directors and stockholders, not the de- 
positors. 


| At the Illinois State Bank. 


The Illinois State bank of Chicago is lo- 
cated in the John R. Thompson building at 
350 North Clark street. It should not be 
confused with the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank, which is a national institution. 

The Illinois State opened at its regular 
hour, 9 o’clock, yesterday morning, but was 
closed by the bank examiners an hour later. 

William H. Tholen, cashier, said he knew 
his bank to be in good condition. 

“The report we issued on April 4, 1914 
shows we have more than $663,000 in re- 
sources,“ he declared. Our cash resources 
at that time totaled $193,430. We have al- 
most that much now. As soon as the bank 
examiner is through and we have turned our 
resources into cash we will reopen our doors. 
Much of our money is tied up in the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank. If we did 
not fear a run we would not turn our re- 
sources into cash.“ 

The crowd of depositors in front of the 
bank anxiously read the typewritten notice 
glued on the inside of the door. It read: 


This bank is closed temporarily 
pending investigation by the state 
bank examiners, Expect to re- 
open shortly. 


The general comment was they wished that 
the bank would reopen. Willidm Burns of 
r North Clark street said he has a de- 
posit of $6060. 

“If the bank officers are telling the truth 
I consider my money perfectly safe,“ he 
said. 

Edward Krafft said he has $450 on deposit. 

I don’t know much about the bank's con- 
dition, but I wish they would open the 
doors,“ was his comment. 

M. Santo said he had $300in the bank. 

„Maybe my money is as good as gold,” 
he declared. Charles Crans, who said he 
had $100 in the bank, said, I'd rather have 
the gold right now.“ 

H. M. Henriksen, secretary of the John 
R. Thompson company, has a deposit in the 
Illinois State bank. 

„ don’t know much about the bank,” he 
said, but I guess my little deposit is worth 
almost 90 cents on the dollar.

Thompson company is one of the heaviest 
depositors.”

James J. Brady Asserts With- 
drawals from the La Salle 
Street Gave Clew. 


DENIES SHOWING FAVORS 


Declares He Did Not Delay Having 
Examination as Rumored 
at Capital 


Springfield. III., June 12—[Special ])—Auai- 
gor of Public Accounts James J. Brady has 
litthe definite information regarding the 
affairs of the La Salle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings bank. 

“The action of Chief Examiner Harkin 
in closing the bank was authorized by me if 
ip bis opinion the conditions warranted such 


' gction,”” was the only formal statement given 


out by Mr. Brady. 

It was ascertained from conversation with 
the auditor that authorization for closing the 
dank actually was given a week ago. At 
that time there were rumors of heavy with- 
érawals from the bank, and Brady indicates 
that he then told Examiner Harkin to keep 
in close touch with its affairs and see that its 
condition did not become such that deposi- 
tors would lose their money. 

From time to time an increased number of 
withdrawals was reported and on Thursday 
the Chicago office reported the withdrawals 
were becoming alarmingly numerous. There 
was talk of liquidation and a general settle- 
ment with the creditors, but it was feared this 
could not be brougnt about while the bank re- 
maimed open. 

Examiner Given Full Authority. 

The examinr said that in his judgment it 
was time for the auditor to take charge, and 
be was told to act accordingly. He was given 
full authority to represent the auditor. 

Whether a receiver will be asked for will 
be determined when the auditor receives the 
report of the examiner concerning the condi- 
tion of the bank. 

If it develops from this report that the bank 
can realize on its securities and can liqui- 
éate within a short time, no receiver will be 
asked for. 

Juéging from what he has learned of the 
withdrawais the auditor is of the opinion 
that the bank will be able to make some sors 
of settlement with its creditors without go- 
ing into court, since a large proportion of 

deposits already has been withdrawn. 

is will depend, however, on the ability to 

realize on loans, a detail with which the 
auditor is not yet familiar, 


Examiner’s Report Will Tell. 

The report of the examiner, which is ex- 
pected within a few days, will disclose the 
condition of the loans and the prospect of 
getting ready money. 

“If a settlement can be made without go- 
ing into court and asking for a receiver I 
will favor that course, said Auditor Brady. 
“Receiverships are expensive and court 


. Costs eat up assets rapidly.“ 


Brady denied a story to the effect that 
he once ordered the banking department to 
pass an examination of the La Salle street 
bank. This was to the effect that while Fred 
Porter was chief clerk of the banking de- 
partment he had suggested an examination. 
The auditor, so the story went, failed to 
order it, and Porter, in company with Chief 
Clerk Eubanks, went to him to urge that 
it be made. 

Auditor Brady was quoted as saying then 
that he did not care to have an examination 
of the La Salle State bank for six months. 

“There is no truth in that story.“ said 
Brady. “It is ridiculous.” 


Seagrave Talks of Situation. 

John K. Seagrave, who succeeded Eubanks 
as chief clerk in Auditor Brady’s office, said 
today that he had been a nominal stock- 
holder in the La Salle street bank, but had

INDICT ONE PRIVATE BANKER 


John W. Worthington and For- 
mer Aid Face U. S. Charges. 


WILKERSON’S MEN ARE BUSY 


Ashurst and Forsberg Also Are Sought 
on Warrants. 


The federal grand jury yesterday returned 
indictments against John W. Worthington, 
head of the defunct American Banking asso- 
ciation, and Harry E. Thomas, a promoter, 
formerly associated with Worthington. They 
are charged with using the mails in further- 
ance of a scheme to defraud the Central Sav- 
ings bank of Waterloo, Ia., of $2,000 worth 
of certificates of deposit. 

The indictments were returned before 
Judge Carpenter, The two defendants were 
arrested on this charge several months ago 
and are out on bonds. 


Seek Ashurst and Forsberg. 

According to the government Worthington 
and Thomas obtained from thé Waterloo 
bank 85.000 worth of certificates of deposit 
to be negotiated through Worthington's pri- 
vate bank. Only $3,000 worth of the certifi- 
cates has been accounted for, according to 
the charges. 

These are the first indictments returned in 
District Attorney Wilkerson’s campaign 
against private bankers wno use the mails in 
schemes to defraud depositorsand others! A 
grand jury inquiry is under way of the oper- 
ations of Joseph Ashurst, missing head of 
the wrecked Midway and Brookline private 
banks, and William R. Forsberg, the “ boy 
banker and partner of Ashurst. 


Check “ Kiting Charged. 

The two private bankers are charged with 
using the mails in furtherance of a scheme 
to defraud the depositors by means of a 
“check kiting device. According to the 
government, they succeeded in buying the 
Oakwoods bank, subsequently changing s 
name to the Brookline Commercial and Sav- 
ings bank, by means of an alleged fake 
check, which they exchanged in the Chi- 
cago Savings Bank and Trust company for 
a cashier’s draft for $2,900, and in that way 
obtained $27,000 worth of deposits.

Of course, the whole 
matter practically rests on what success we 
have toward regaining that $115,000."

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NEW YORK ECONOMIST SEES 


PERILS IN NEW BANK LAW. 


Prof. Johnson of School of Commerce 
Warns Against Basing Credit on 
Credit to Extent of Fiatism.“ 


“The federal reserve banking system will 
bring perils as well as advantages,“ said 
Prof. Joseph French Johnson, dean of the 
New York University School of Commerce, 
in discussing that law at a dinner of the 
Western Efficiency society in the Auditorium 
hotel last night. 

The greatest peril,” said Prof. Johnson, 
“will be the liability to inflation either by 
an excessive issue of notes or by excessive 
rediscounts. 

It is morally certain that the people in 
general and many bankers also will look 
upon the new federal reserve notes as being 
as good as gold, and many state banking 
institutions will count them as reserve 
money. 

The state of New York in its new bank- 
ing act expressly declares that the reserve 
of state banks must not include federal re- 
serve notes, but there is no such prohibition 
in the laws of other states. Hence there is 
danger that we shall have credit based upon 
credit, and that these new federal reserve 
notes which are guaranteed by the govern- 
ment, will be tainted with real ‘ fiatism.’ ”

Perpetual Care Fund Involved. 

It was further charged in the petition for 
a receiver that the five men who chose them- 
selves directors so planned to manipulate the 
investments of the fund set aside for the 
perpetual care of the cemetery that they 
could soon pay off the purchase price. 

It was declared the Cemetery Securities 
company was organized as a holding com- 
peny for the majority stock and with this 
end in view. 

The Community Mausoleum company also 
was organized, it was charged, for the pur- 
pose of constructing a mausoleum and specu- 
lating with the assets of the cemetery com- 
pany. 

A fund of nearly $800,000, invested in per- 
manent securities. was held by the cemetery 
company for the care of the cemetery com- 
pany. THE TRIBUNE and the receivership pe- 
tition disclosea tne fact that many changes 


were made in this fund after the five directors

Mack K. Higginbottom, a promoter of the 
Railroads Unimproved Land association, yes- 
terday was arrested by federal officials on a 
warrant charging use of the mails in a get- 
rich-qulck land lottery. A warrant also 
was issued against Frank A. Urwan, a part- 
ner of Higginbottom. 

District Attormey Wilkerson ordered & 
grand jury investigation of the alleged land 
swindle. Higginbottom was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Foote, who 
continued the hearing until today. The de- 
fendant was released on $5,000 bonds. 

The concern maintains sumptuous offices 
covering halt ot the fourteenth floor of the 
Great Northern building. Twenty stenog- 
rephers are employed to take care of the 
voluminous correspondence carried on with 
alleged victims. Assistant District Attorney 
Garfield Charles and David D. Stansbury, in 
charge of the grand jury inquiry, said the 
operations of the two men comprise one of 
the greatest land lottery schemes ever 
brought to the attention of the government. 


„% No Chance for You to Lose.“ 

The company has advertised extensively 
throughout the country inviting the land 
hungry’ to send in $15 and get in on the 
most wonderful and remarkable land open- 
lug in the world. There is no chance 
for you to lose, the advertisements read. 

The land, according to the ads, is located 

in Missouri, near the Ozark mountains, and 
comprises cw. % acres of choice, unimproved 
farm and fruit lands. The $16 is for regis- 
tration. A drawing is held out ae a bait and 
in this drawing there will be distributed 
100, 80, 40, , and 10 acre tracts. 

A 3,000 acre orchard is to be planted by the 
company, according to the ads, and $460,000 
ia to be spent in improvements. A stock 
company is to be formed to control the orch- 
ard. Those among the land hungry who 


fail to draw a tract of land will be given 100 


shares of stock in the orchard. 


One of the Letters. 

All of these wonderful opportunities 
are enumerated in letters sent to alleged vic- 
tims. One letter, sent to Lincoln Payne of 
Danville, III., a complainant, reads: 

The payment of $15 also further includes 
the preparing and delivery of a deed of ab- 
stract to you, if you secure land, and the de- 
livery of stock certificates if you secure 
stock. You do not know in advance and 
neither do we whether you will receive land 
or stock, but you will get one or the other. 
You cannot lose! 

The stock certificates, according to the ads, 
will be executed by the association and the 
Old Colony Trust and Savings bank. Not the 
least suspicious thing about the stupendous 
land opening. according to District Attor- 
ney Wilkerson, is the fact that there is no 
time set when the drawing will take place. 


But for the intervention of the government 


the company might have gone on indefinitely 
receiving $15 registration fees.

| COUGHLIN IS VOTED DOWN. 


| Height Settled at Three and One-Half 


Feet as Compromise. 


Women advocates of back room reform 


gained another step toward victory yester- 


day. A subcommittee of the judiciary com- 
mittee of the council recommended an ordi- 
nance regulating booths in connection with 
Saloon rooms to which women are admitted: 
Under the provisions of the ordinance the 
entrance sides of every such booth must be 
entirely open and the sides—except that 
formed by the wall when the booth is of that 
type—must not exceed three and one-half 
feet in height. These restrictions, it is be- 
lieved, will make the conduct of the occu- 
pants of a stall visible by all other persons 
in the room. The height limit fixed is ap- 
proximately that of an ordinary chair. 


Coughlin in Opposition. 

The only discussion in the subcommittee 
session had to do with this phase of the sub- 
ject. Ald. John Coughlin opposed the speak- 
ers of the Chicago South Side club, which 
initiated the campaign for this reform. He 
was voted down by his associates. The ordi- 
nance now goes to the entire committee for 
action. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hornstein’s 
draft of the ordinance named the maximum 
height as five feet. 

I believe it should not be over three feet,” 
said Mrs. Russell H. Opdyke. 

Well, compromise and make it four feet, 
then, interrupted Coughlin. 

“If that is your position,” said Ald. John 
Kjellander, a real compromise would be 
three and one-half feet.“ 

On the suggestion of Chairman W. 0. 
Nance he presented that compromise in the 
form of a motion and it was adopted. 


Proposal Satisfies Women. 

We are well satisfied so far,“ said Mrs. 
Emily M. Harter. This ordinance will do 
much to curtail the evil of the secret booths. 
We would have liked to secure the three 
foot limitation, but this compromise is sat- 
isfactory to us.“ 

While the ordinance does not affect bar- 
rooms and other rooms to which women are 
not admitted, its papssage will require alter- 
ations in the fixtures of a large number of 
restaurants and cafés. Many booths now 
used are five, six, and even seven feet in 
height. 


NEGRO HELD IN GIRL’S DEATH;

Capt. Reese of Baltimore Admits He 
Was Probably Last Person Seen 
with Stenographer Victim.

ably the last person to see Ella G. Winter, a 
stenographer, alive, is now the central figure 
in the most sensational mystery Baltimore 
has had for years. The police believe Miss 
Winter was murdered, and one arrest in the 
case already has been made. 

John Rice, a negro cook on Reese's house- 
boat, is under arrest. He denied any knowl- 
edge of how Miss Winter came to her death.

Fortune Is’ Estimated at Between 


$20,000,000 and $35,000,000—Was | 


a Self-Made Man. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 12.—-Thomas De- 

lan, for many years president of the United 
Gas Improvement company and one of the 
wealthiest men in Philadelphia, died at his 
home in Torresdale, a suburb, today. He wae 
79 years old. Mr. Dolan's fortune is esti- 
mated at between $20,000,000 and 8,000. 000.

PLANS TO HUNT DODGERS 


Secretary Of the Treasury Be- 
lieves Final Returns Will 
Bring About Surplus. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Special.]— 
Embarrassed by a shortage of approximate- 
ly $25,000,000 in the revenue derived from 
the personal income tax, Secretary McAdoo 
today instructed the internal revenue bureau 
to begin an investigation immediately for 
the purpose of Ciscovering and prosecuting 
tax dodgers. 

The failure of the income tax returns to 
equal the estimates of the treasury depart- 
ment at the time the law was drawn will 


— —— 


leave the administration with a deficit wth 


approximately $7,000,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30. * 


Surplus to Be Wiped Out. 

There will be a surplus of $30,000,000 over 
ordinary expenditures, but this will be wiped 
out entirely by the Panama canal payments, 
approximating $37,000,000, for which, how- 
ever, the government may reimburse the 
treasury by the sale of bonds. 

It was reported exclusively in THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE some weeks ago the revenue derived 
from the income tax was many millions short 
of the estimate of the treasury department. 

At that time Secretary McAdoo declared the 
report false, and intimatec that the returns 
would be more than the estimates. 


Expects to Uncover Delinquents. 
In his formal statement tonight, however, 
“he says: 

“The personal income tax assessments to 

ate are $30,750,000, which is $23,250,000 less 
van the estimate. The department is con- 
inced that many liable to the income tax 
vive failed to make returns and that many 
have made inaccurate returns. Active steps 

“will be taken to discover all evasions of the 

law, and a large additional amount of income 
tax undoubtedly will be collected from these 
delinquents.”’

Pieture Owned by Mrs. Ham- 
ilton Fish Expropriated 
by Italian Official. 


Put Export Valuation of $100 
on Painting That Cost Her 
Late Husband $4,000. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

ROME, June 12.—By the peculiar working 
of the Italian law dealing with the exporte- 
tion of art works the government has expro- 
priated Mrs. Hamilton Fish of New York of 
a painting by Moretto da Breecia which her 
late husband purchased for $4,000 

On returning to America about two years 
ago Mrs. Fish, who was unfamiliar with the 
intricacies of the law, gave an offhand valua- 
tion of $100 on the masterpiece, and one ot the 
government experts, recognizing the value 
of the painting, exercised his right of pre- 
emption under the law and purchased the pic- 
ture for that sum. 

The particulars of the story how Mrs. Fish 
wes deprived of her picture were only imper- 
| fectly known until Henry St. John-Mildmayy, 
a lawyer of Milan, wrote a letter to the editor 
of the Perseveranga explaining what he had 
to do with the case. 

Mr. St. John-Mildmay says that he was 
asked by the American authorities to exam- 
ine the case from a legal standpoint and that 
he had to admit that the Italian law had been 
applied to the letter and consequently Mrs. 
Fish had no action against the government. 

The lawyer deplores the fact that Mrs. 
Fish had not been warned about the govern- 
ment’s right to buy the picture and points 
out that the procedure followed by the ex- 
portation office looked much like a ruse to 
surprise the good faith and ignorance of 
i third parties.

But no baby doctor would 
dare feed a baby on raw cow’s milk kept un- 
iced. It would be too risky.

It all comes back to this: In those homes 
where the choice lies between warm milk 
and baby foods, the lesser evil is the con- 
densed or evaporated milk and the baby 
foods. Or to put it differently, if a mother 
cannot get ice to keep the milk during the 
hot days she had better give her baby some 
form of canned food. 

As between the two kinds of milk, evapo 
rated or condensed, e will prefer the 
one, some the other. Co — milk is evap- 
orated at a low temperature. Not all hac- 
teria are killed. The milk is then preserved 
by adding to it 40 per cent of its volume of 
cane sugar. The few feeble bacteria pres 
ent are restrained by the sugar. Evapo- 
rated milk is evaporated at a higher tem- 
perture in a vacuum pan. No sugar or other 
preservative is added. It must be sterile, 
else it is not marketable.

It looked as easy as any problem in arithme 
tic, if only men agreed to be valued at fixed 
figures and, giving up their ancient ob- 
stinacy, let themselves be added and mul- 
tiplied in the interest of a mechanical 
philanthropy! It is this rationalistic view 
of human nature that led to many of the 
false hopes and illusions of the French revo- 
lution, on which movement Goethe, just ar- 
rived at ripe manhood, turned his back 
with something like disgust, but also with 
the firm confidence that the edifice of human 
liberty could and would be erected on a 
nobler foundation. Reason indeed has its 
inspiring function, but what place shall be 
given to Imagination, Emotion, Beauty, 
Humor, and, yes, even to Tradition? 

Man is man, said Goethe in effect, not a 
mechanical toy; a creature of many possi- 
bilities and infinite powers, not one of 
which must be neglected ifa rich and 
rounded personality was to be attained 
and his great adventure, in the end of 
things, be crowned with fruition. Man— 
the whole man—resiguing nothing, claim- 
ing everything, center and sum of all ener- 
gy and every aspiration—such is the banner 
which the German poet raised for a sign 
and a covenant over the threshold of the 
nineteenth century. 

To mention Goethe is to think of 
Faust,“ in which poem the modern man 
ts poem and his great destiny forecast. 
Goethe’s masterpiece was published (first 
part) in 1808, and it is really remarkable 
how no development since then which has 
been threaded into the essential fabric of 
our experience lies outside the Goetbean 
formula. Goethe could not divine Darwin, 
but he certainly anticipated evolution. 
Nietzeche’s Superman, the end of man's 
desire, is not only implied throughout, but 
even mentioned in Nietzsche's express 
phrase, der Uebermensch. Our own Whit- 
man’s democracy, not of mere institutions 
but of free and loving individuals, is hailed 
with glad prophecy. Finally, the world's re- 
cent faith in social service is proclaimed 
(‘ Faust,” second part) as the only justifica- 
tion of existence. If man lives no longer for 
God—the God of the creeds—he must live 
for Man, in whom God is made manifest. Is 
there a more memorable scene in modern 
poetry than where Faust, after a life spent 
in search of happiness—a very personal, a 
too personal, happinese—finds at last com- 
plete and passionate satisfaction in self- 
forgetting work for others? What a tri- 
umphant chant those words before he dies: 
“Nur der verdient sich Freiheit wie das 
Leben der taeglich sie erobern muss! (Only 
he deserves freedom and even life itself who 
conquers them each day anew!) 

In an earlier scene Faust broods over 
the gospel of St. John and tries to pen- 
etrate to the depth of that announcement 
which has puzzled so many: “ In the begin- 
ning was the Word.” He lets his mind play 
over the thought, suggesting this and that 
interpretation, until he confidently strikes 
out the phrase: “Im Anfang war die 
That!” (In the beginning was the deed— 
such a poor rendering of the German 
“That,” which is both abstract and con- 
crete). Was Goethe, in thus celebrating 
the value of action and experiment, an- 
ticipating pragmatism, as he anticipated so 
much else that is of the essence of moder- 
nity? Be that as it may, Faust’s joyful cry 
touches a chord in the heart of all alive, 
and more particularly of us Chicagoans 
who, apparently busy with the little achieve- 
ments of each day, are nevertheless buoyed 
up and supported by the earnest faith in 
the vastly greater achievements that are to 
follow.

As 
he left no son, but only a little daughter— 
true, another was born three months after 
his death—his peerage fell into abeyance. 

There is scarcely one of the British peer- 
ages published, either official or otherwise, 
which gives the date of the birth of the wom- 
en mentioned therein, so that it is difficult 
to know with any degree of certainty the pre- 
cise number of years that have passed over 
the head of any feminine scion of the British 
aristocracy. 

It will scarcely be believed that this old 
time chivalry extends to the government 
itself, which, like most corporate bodies, is 
generally supposed to be devoid of soy! or 
feeling. Thus the state declines to recognize 
any such thing as primogeniture among 
women. 

If peerages by writ that are heritablein the 
female line lack male heirs and there are

Created by writ of sum- 
mons in 1309, it fell into abeyance in 1507, and 
so remained until 1840, when the grandfather 
of young Lady Beaumont at last recovered 
possession thereof as the lineal descendant 
of @ long line of ancestors. Queen Victoria 
was fond of calling peerages out of abey- 
ance, and in the case of the two little daugh- 
ters of the late Col. Lord Beaumont, whom 
she had known and liked, and of the widowed 
Lady Beaumont, a most charming woman, 
appealed to her strongly. So a year after 
Lord Beaumont's tragic death she called the 
barony of Beaumont out of abeyance in favor 
of the Hon. Mona Stapleton, who was just 2 
years old at the time. 

Lady Beaumont’s future husband on the 
death of his father will inherit his peerage 
of Howard of Glossop, but as the latter isa 
modern dignity thereis no doubt that any son 
born of the union will—aefter the death of the 
mother, but not until then—prefer to be 
known as Lord Beaumont rather than as 
Lord Howard of Glossop.

@ sarcastic vein, gives an alleged detailed 
history of Mr. Landor’s exploration trip. It 
gaye Mr. Landor applied to the Brazilian gov- 
ernment for an astronomer, a botanist, a zo- 
dogist, and a geologist and an escort of fifty 
goldiers with a field gun for protection in 
case the explorer was attacked by Indians. 
This latter request was refused, it being 
pointed out to Mr. Landor that it was illegal 
% kill or to interfere with the Indians. 

Col. Rondon says Mr. Landor then reqtest- 
ed a subsidy of over $40,000 from the Brazil- 
fan government, declaring that a number of 
governments had placed large sums at his 
disposal for explorations, notably the 
United States, for his work in the Philip- 
pines. Col. Rondon says he finally agreed to 
accept $10,000. 


Drew Up an Itinerary. 

Col. Rondon, who was asked by the Brazil- 
jan government to help Mr. Landor in every 
way, declares that he mapped out an itin- 
efary for Mr. Landor, ‘‘ worthy the fame of 
the explorer martyr of Tibet.“ He chose for 
him, he says, a route leaving Bananal, state 

of Sao Paulo, and following the eleventh 
parallel to the Mamore river, in Bolivia. 
The explorer set out provided with intro- 
ductions to the local governors. At Goyas, 
Brazil, he was allowed by the governor of 
the state to take four policemen with him 
from the district to Diamantino, state of 
Matto Grosso, Brazil, and also was accom- 
panied by Lieuts. Pyrineus de Sousa and 
Vieira de Mello, who afterwards were mem- 
bers of the Roosevelt expedition. 

From Diahmantino, according to Col. Ron- 
don, Mr. Landor took the old commercial 
route to Santarem, state of Para, Brazil, as 
far as Sao Manoel. 

There he secured a guide, but the two 
men got lost in the forest an“ returned to 
Sao Manoel after five days. Then Mr. Lan- 
dor went down the Tapajose river to Sao 
Luiz, where he took a steamboat to Manaos, 
wiring the Geographical society he had 
crossed the wilderness of Brazil to the Ma- 
deira river.

BLACKMAILER OF CUNARD LINE 
THREATENED NEW HAVEN ROAD 


Henry J. Burton, Negro Under Arrest, 
Believed to Be Man Who Demanded 
$35,000 or He Would Wreck Train. 


New York, June 12.—Henry Joseph Burton, 
the negro youth captured last night at West 
View, N. J., after he had written a letter 
threatening to dynamite one of the Cunard 
line boats unless the company paid him $10,- 
000, indited a similar communication to the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road company. The police were not informed 
of this until today, when the railroad offi- 
cials learned of Burton’s capture and con- 
fession.

MAY LOSE HELP OF REDMOND. 


Irish Leader Seys Majority of Provi- 
sional Committee Are Foes of 
Nationalist Party, 


LONDON, June 12.—John Redmond, the 
Irish Nationalist leader, today declared war 
on the provisional committee of the Nation- 
alist Volunteers, a majority of whom, he 
asserts, are not supperters of the Irish party. 

Although the provisional committee at a 
meeting held in Dublin June 10 verbally wel- 
comed Mr. Redmond’s codperation in the

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STRIKE REVOLTS SWEEP ITALY 


Rioters Fail to Heed the Order 
for Cessation. 


TROOPS ARE CONCENTRATED. 


Killing of Ravenna Police Chief and 
Other Outbreaks Reported. 


ROME, June 12.—Movements of a revotu- 
tionary character were reported today 
throughout the four provinces of Bologna, 
Ferrara, Ravenna, and Forli, forming what 
is known as the Pomagna. 

Although a cessation of the general strike 
which began on Monday has been ordered by 
the labor organizations, the workmen of ex- 
treme views in these districts have refused 
to return to work. 


Troops Are Concentrated. 

The government today ordered a concen- 
tration of troops, especially in the towns of 
Forli and Ravenna. 

A communication from Ravenna reports 
the death of the chief of police as a result of 
wounds received in the course of a demon- 
stration on Wednesday. 

At Castel-Bolognese, in the province of Ra- 
venna, a mob destroyed the railroad station. 
The wooded bridge across the Rubicon, now 
known as the Pisciatello, was burned. 


Wild Scene in Chamber. 

The sitting of the chamber of deputies to- 
night was a stormy one. Extremists hurled 
invective against the government and po- 
lice. Sig. Lucci, bishop for Naples, brought 
into the chamber a piece of linen stained 
with the blood of ‘‘a proletariat victim 
wounded by the bullet of a soldier. 

Sig. Salandra, the premier, protested in 
the name of the country against insults to 
the army. The premier received an ovation. 


PARMELEE ATTORNEY SAYS 
ROADS FIX TAXICAB RATES. 


Lawye? Tells Aldermen They Exert 
Moral Suasion to Compel 75 Cent 
Schedule for Interstation Service. 


Andrew R. Sheriff, attorney for the Frank 
Parmelee company, told members of the tax- 
icab subcommittee of the judiciary commit- 
tee yesterday that the railroads insist on a 
flat rate of 75 cents for interstation taxicab 
service in order to “‘ be on the same basis.“ 
He admitted the railroads could not compel 
the transfer company to charge a flat fate. 
but said the roads ‘ exercised moral sua- 
sion.” 

Mr. Sheriff admitted he avoids taking Par- 
melee cabs on account of the high rate. He 
explained this by saying that in some in- 
stances the Parmelee rates are higher than 
city rates and in other cases lower.

NEARER SOLUTION

Agree Huerta Shall Ap- 
prove Successor. 


MAY NAME MAN TODAY. 


Elimination of Carranza as Pro- 
Visional President of Re- 
public Is Complete.

permit themselves to be made a pawn in 
the hands of the Washington government. 

Twenty-four hours have barely elapsed 
since the mediators made clear their stand, 
through the publication of the Carranza 
documents, and already the first and the 
most vital part of the peace plan evolved 
by the mediators has been put into writing 
and definitely adopted by all sides. This 
was done at a full conference today, held in 
the presence of all the American and Mex- 
ican delegates and the three mediators. 

This part of the plan provides for the in- 
stallation of a provisional government in 
Mexico to take the place of that controlled 
by Gen. Huerta. The actual form of suc- 
cession has been left open, but it has been 
agreed by all sides that no candidate will 
be chosen who has not been approved by 
Huerta. 


List of Candidates Prepared. 

The mediators and delegates will take up 
tomorrow the matter of names. 
candidates has been prepared. After a can- 
didate believed to be acceptable has been 
agreed on the Mexican delegates will trans- 
mit his name to Gen. Huerta and not before 
the choice has been sanctioned by the pro- 
visional president will it be adopted at the 
conference. 

This is the point which had been most 
bitterly opposed by the American delegates. 
They yielded only after the Washington gov- 
ernment had been informed by its repre- 
sentatives here that the mediators had taken 
a step which meant that they were pre- 
pared to end the conference rather than 
impair the dignity of their government and 
their personal feelings. 


Men for Huerta’s Place. 

Among the men mentioned as successor to 
Huerta is Felipe Angeles, a Constitutionalist, 
now with Gen. Villa in the field. Angeles is 
said to have been suggested because of his 
qualifications as a strong man who could 
Manage the provisional government pending 
an election. 

Pedro Lascurain, who was secretary of for- 
eign affairs under President Madero at the 
time of the latter’s assassination, also has 
been mentioned. Lascurain, while known to 
be popular with the Constitutioralists, might 
be accepted by them to serve for a brief pe- 
riod provided an agreement should be reached 
by all parties to the mediation that this 
course be taken merely as a means of main- 
taining constitutional precedent during the 
period of transition of authority from Huerta. 

Today's developments plainly show that 
the Wilson government is prepared to aban- 
don Gen. Carranza if necessary to prevent 
the failure of the mediation conference. The 
agreement reached today has never been 
submitted to the rebel chieftain, and al- 
though several press dispatches this morn- 
ing announced that Carranza representa- 
tives were on their way to Niagara Falls 
this plan was definitely adopted. 


Job Not for Carranza. 

The plan adopted today puts an end to 
rumors that the provisional presidency would 
be delivered to Carranza. Gen. Huerta, it 
Was explained, had practically agreed to 
abide by the decision of his/delegates. He 
is eager to withdraw with a good record, 
and will not hesitate to hand over the reins 
of government to any man who, in his opin- 
fon, will work for the cause of peace and 
prosperity in Mexico. 

Those who are in a position to know, de- 
clare tonight that the form of succession 
would be in complete accordance with the 
Mexican constitution. In case of the resig- 
nation of the head of the government the 
constitution provides that in the absence of 
a duly elected vice president, his successor 
shall be the minister of foreign affairs. It 
Is therefore essential that the man selected 
at this conference be appointed minister of 
foreign affairs by Gen. Huerta.

Washington, D. C., June 12.—Predicting 
that within a month's time there would be 
more jobs in the United States than men, 
Secretary of Labor Wilson expressed hope 
of solving the problem of getting men to 
fill the places.

Mr. Thorley chooses to begin his personal 
record of Verlaine at the time when he was 
for two years incarcerated in the prison at 
Bergen for the attempted assassination of 
his fellow vagabond, Arthur Rimbaud, and 
he quotes Verlaine’s cry to his Saviour, his 
“ Brother in the dark, written during the 
early part of his prison experience, and says: 
“From the day of his finding this perfect 
freedom until the day of his material re- 
lease, he was, he assures us, perfectly happy; 
and if only fortune had sent him a life sen- 
tence, we might have been spared the un- 
merciful disasters that followed his wayward 
feet, and made the peer of the finest spirits 
of his time a consort in penury of sluts and 
felons.

Wilfrid Ward's 


“Men and Matters. 


N “MEN AND MATTERS,” Wilfrid 
Ward, eminent English Catholic, has dis- 
cussed a few distinguished fellow coun- 
trymen, venturing into the less trodden 
fields of their personalities for this point 
of view, with a close and illuminating an- 
alysis. Ihe Matters of the title are con- 
cerned with religion, particularly his own 
church. Mr. Ward writes in a simple, direct 
fashion, with no fanfare of literary trumpets. 

His essays are singularly easy and attractive 
to read, their wealth of thought not being 
buried under a mass of abstruse phase- 
eology or caught in tangles of weird termin- 
ology. 

The volume is bulky, not because his sub- 
jects are so numerous, but because he con- 
siders each one that he bothers to handle 
at all so exhaustively and so leisurely. He 
does not hurry to finish his essay in a certain 
length of time, nor worry to confine it within 
a certain limit of space; he says what he 
wants to say on a subject and then stops. 
Two essays are given to the discussion of 
Disraeli, the one a criticism of Lord Cro- 
mer’s discussion of that singular personal- 
ity ; others deal with George Wyndham, John 
Stuart Mill, and Cardinal Vaughan, while 
two are given over to a consideration of Car- 
dinal Newman's sensitiveness and the cardi- 
nal's ideas on constructive religious thought. 

One of the most pleasing chapters is the 
one having to do with Tennyson at Fresh- 
water, a chapter full of interesting anecdote 
and shedding a bit brighter light on the per- 
sonalities surrounding the poet at this period 
of his existence. The range of subject is 
wide, for in one chapter Mr. Ward discusses 
Mr. Chesterton and his “ Orthodoxy,” and 
in another St. Thomas Aquinas and medieval 
thought. Other chapters are concerned with 
strictly church matters, the conservative 
genius of the church, “ Reduced Christi- 
anity,”’ and Christian Union.“ 

The latter he thinks undesirable, for he 
believes each sect’s rituals and forms of 
worship provide the esprit de corps that 
keeps its teachings alive in the people and 
that with union would come a leveling of 
sect distinctions which would regult in a 
lukewarm, indifferent body of near Chris- 
tians the world over. The whole volume is 
interesting and informative, even if one's 
sympathies do not lie along the path marked 
out by the author. (Longmans).

F. Loraine Petre, who has written four 
books dealing with Napoleon's career, pub- 
lishes a fifth through John Lane company— 
‘“‘NAPOLEON AT BAY, 1814 —apparent- 
ly the only modern work in English giving 
anything like a full history of this cam- 
paign, carried on almost precisely 100 years 
ago. Mr. Petre says the work “ deals only 
with the purely military side of the war, 
politics being referred to only in so far as 
they actually influenced directly the course 

of military operations.“ Further, the work 
is confined to the operations in which Na- 
poleon was personally and directly engaged. 
The author has been over the greater part 
of the theater of war, and there is every indi- 
cation that he has made a minute, even ex- 
haustive, treatment of his subject. For this 
reason the work will appeal more to the stu- 
dent of military tactics than to the general 
reader. He will also be most interested in 
and grateful for the several plates and maps 
which Mr. Petre has provided, for these, in 
addition to giving the general view of the 
battlefields, indicate the positions occupied 
by the contending forces at different times 
of the day and night. 
~- 

Mr. George Haven Putnam modestly does 
not seek a wider public for his MEMORIES 
OF MY YOUTH, 1844-66 (Putnams), than 
relatives and friends who are interested in 
him for himself. Yet almost any reader 
with leisure at hiscommand and possessed of 
a genial regard for his fellows will be 
charmed by the gracefulness of the author's 
style into reading page after page. Not that 
Mr. Putnam's experiences were remark- 
able or differed in any material degree from 
those of many other Americans of the period, 
but as related they were certainly far from 
dull and are concerned with stirring events 
and places of interest. 

The narrative includes accounts of several 
sojourns in England the author's experiences 
as a student at the University of Paris, in 
Berlin, and at Gottingen, whence he re- 
turned hcme to participate in the civil war. 
His career as a soldier brought him into 
some of the more important campaigns of 
the war and led to his imprisonment in Libby 
and Danville prisons. From the work as a 
whole the reader derives the impression of a 
gracious personality and can appreciate the 
pleasure of ossociation with the author for 
even a few hours.

“ THE EVERYDAY LIFE OF LINCOLN,” 
by the late Francis Fisher Browne (Browne 
& Howell Co.), is a new and thorough- 
ly revised edition of the work with new 
plates. About 500 friends of Lincoin con- 
ributed to it, of which the original edition 
was published twenty years after Lincoln's 
death. It is largely a biography composed 
of material gathered from men who had 
known him personally. The materiale were 
largely gathered first hand and they never 
can be replaced or extended, since most of 
the men who gave the materials are dead. 
The book brings Lincoln the man near to 
us and in it we learn what people who ac- 
tually knew him thought of him, how his 
looks impressed them, and how they inter- 
preted what he said.

N initial novel by a Chicago writer is 
always an interesting event. Sooner 
or later Chicago will produce some 
writers of the first quality, ard she 
offers at this moment subject saatter 
Zor a story of prodigious strength. It is, 
therefore, with no little enthusiasm that 
this reviewer opens each book which has 
this city for its subject, and a son or daugh- 

ter of Chicago for the author. 

“NEW MEN FOR OLD,” by Howard Vin- 
cent O’Brien (Mitchell Kennerly, publisher) 
is the latest book to demand this peculiar 
interest. Mr. O’Brien was probably born in 
Chicago, and he was reared here, but he has 
lived away enough and has acquired at Yale 
a sufficient detachment to enable him to 
approach Chicago with fresh seeing eyes. 
He takes the trouble to enlarge upon the 
manner in which Chicago, both in her beau- 
tiful and her ugly aspects, affected his hero, 
Harlan Chandos, who, having lived in Eu- 
rope most of his life, returns to Chicago upon 
the death of his father, to find himself, who 
had thought himself rich, actually penni- 
less, and with only a slender talent in the 
way of picture making, with which to make 
his way. His father, moreover, has died dis- 
honored, and the name the son bears is a 
handicap rather than a help. He has few 
friends, but he turns to Dorothy Gresham, 
for whom he long had felt an affection, and 
he tinds in her a woman of imagination, who, 
not contented with a purely fashionable life, 
is flirting with the mild bohemianism of 
Chicago.

Chandos is plunged into the most sordid 
phases of Chicago business, and, in epite of 
honest endeavor—indeed, because of it—is 
worsted; but Gresham, the father of Dorothy, 
takes him up and places him in his factory, 
where the young man rises with quite in- 
credible cele:ity. He represents, however, 
the sympathetic and personal side of buei- 
ness. He believes in the high utility of 
brotherhood. His employer is at the an- 
tipodes from these ideas, and a struggle oc- 
curs in which, at the last, Chandos is victoe 
rious. Dorothy passes from the mere pleas- 
ing semblance of activity into actual and 
practical work among the workers in her 
father’s factory, and the lives of these two 
young people, soon to be united, point the 
meaning of the title, ‘‘New Men for Old.“ 

It would be folly to take the spirited boob 
of a new author and dissect it as one would 
the work of an experienced writer. Mr. 
O’Brien has done a good piece of work. It 
has vivacity, observation, some charm, and 
much high intent. The tone is well bred; the 
style unaffected. Here and there a touch of 
caricature appears which oneregrets. In the 
case of the editor of a magazine devoted to 
poetry it is at once offensively obvious and 
unfair, and constitutes a mistake in taste and 
judgment. In the selection of names for his

Raisin Sweetmeats. 


HE raisin has been in as high esteem in 

American cookery as the currant in Eng- 

lish. It does not seem to occupy as high 

a place in our culinary affairs as former- 

‘ ly, perhaps because we do not make 80 

many cakes and pies and puddings which re- 
quire a great deal of work for the making. 

As a sweetmeat pure and simple, the raisin 
seems to be gaining ground, but not in the 
simple sun dried form. It is chocolate dipped, 
either chopped or whole, and it is used to give 
flavor to many of the soft and more or less 
amateur candies. 

Such compact, tasty things as the little turn- 
overs filled with some mince, the flavor of 
which was mainly that of the chopped raisin, 
are seldom seen in picnic baskets now, per- 
haps because they require an envelope of 
pastry. 


— 

Quite as dainty as these and even more 
wholesome is the following, which one may 
hesitate to name. It is not a book recipe, and 
if we call our product raisin cakes that might 
be misleading, since these have been so uni- 
versally made with flour. Perhaps we might 
call it 

RAISIN PRALINES—Pick over, wash, stem, 
stone, and chop one cupful of raisins. Toast 
three or four slices of bread slowly, so that 
they will be well dried, and grate or crush 
them. Sift and mix only the finest crumbs 
with the raisins, measure for measure. Thor- 
oughly mix and bind the two with a plain 
sugar sirup, then make up into little flat 
cakes, which for picnic use may be wrapped in 
olled paper. If there is no “stock sirup” on 
hand a little may be made as follows: 

Cook together one-half cupful of sugar and 
four tablespoonfuls of water until it just hairs; 
remove from the stove and set in cold water 
immediately. If the boiling is not promptly 
checked it will go on for almost a minute off 
the fire in the case of so small a quantity and 
when cold will turn to sugar. 


— 

If to this mixture an egg is added, then 
little cakes made of the compound and fried 
in butter, there will result a “pudding” of 
the oriental type, though not so heavy and 
sweet as are those compounds of chopped fruit, 
nuts, sirups (sometimes strained honey), and

a cooked cereal, often cooked wheat. 

Our vegetarian cooks make such compounds, 
pack them down in a tin, and call them loaves, 
which they slice in serving, but the cereal part 
has to be quite perfect or they are not as pal- 
atable as they might be. The toasted bread 
crumbs merely mixed with the raisins to cover 
them, modify agreeably a fruit that for some 
tastes is cloyingly sweet. 

A filling for dipping in unsweetened choco- 
late is made much the same as the raisin 
pralines, except that granulated sugar is used 
instead of the bread crumbs or “ raspings,“ 
and only one-third of the measure of raisins. 
This is worked into them, the whole bound 
with a little sirup and easily molded with the 
ete eee desired shape. These harden 
promptly. his makes an acceptable fill 
fondant balls. e 

Raisins chopped and mixed. with white of 
egg and a bit of salt has become a popular 
sandwich filling under various names. The 
sandwiches should be prepared at the last 
moment. The change of flavor through cook- 
ing does not make the cooked raisin as agree- 
“er * constituent for sweetmeats as those un- 
cooked. 


> 

There are & number of delicious conserves 
which may be made by combining raisins with 
fresh fruits, but most of us get so busy with 
putting up the fresh fruits that we do not re- 
sort to this best of the dried fruits to help us 
out. But Riley M. Fletcher Berry has the fol- 
lowing: 

SAUCE OF RAISINS AND CURRANTS— 
Stem and mash a quart of ripe currants and 
put with them three-fourths of a pound of 
brown sugar. When these have come to the 
boiling point and have been’ skimmed, mix in 
three-fourths of a pound of seeded raisins. Let 
all cook together till raisins are thoroughly 
soft, skimming well and stirring after skim- 
ming. Let cool and serve as sauce or dessert. 

CURRANT RAISIN JAM—Wash, drain, seed, 
and chop two pounds of muscatel raisins and 
place in preserving kettle. Meanwhile have 
ready, washed and stemmed, sufficient white 
currants to make three quarts of juice when 
mashed and strained. Add to this three pounds 
of sugar and stir the sweetened juice into the 
raisins. Mix well and let slowly come to a boil, 
skimming and stirring until it 16 smooth and 
thick. Let cool; place in jars and seal.

Then Resolute, being the.smaller yacht, re- 
ceived an allowance of 3:13, and with this 
figured Resolute defeated Vanitie by 6:00. 


Resolute Wins Many Friends. 

By its three victories in races sailed outside 
Sandy Hook Resolute has won many friends. 
It is a wonder turning to windward, and Charles 
Francis Adams II., who handles the wheel, knows 
just how to get the best of its speed. It keeps 
moving all the time with its sails drawing; it foots 
fast and points high. In the ten miles to wind- 
ward it beat Vanitie by 4:06. 

As soon as Vanitie had crossed the finishing line 
it sailed over to Resolute, which had luffed into 
the wind. As the bronze yacht neared the white 
hulled victor, Alexander S. Cochran had his men 
lined up and called for three cheers for Resolute, 
which were given with a vim. Robert W. Em- 
mons, manager of Resolute, at once mustered his 
men and cheered Vanitie heartily.

' merce Wants Trade Body 
to Control “Trusts.” 


OPPOSES PENDING BILLS. 


Administration of Sherman Law 
by Changing Attorney Gen- 
erals Condemned. 


The executive committee of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce yesterday decided 
to continue to press upon congress its views 
on the anti-trust legislation. The business 
men assert the administration idea as ex- 
pressed in the Clayton bill does not conform 
with their needs. The association will send 
a subcommittee to Washington to endeavor 
te have the Chicago idea included in the 
proposed measure. a 

New machinery is urged for the regulation 
Of business, big and little. The department 
of justice is not the agency to handle the 
question, according to the views of the Chi- 
cagoans. 

Oppose Change in Law. 

The association believes in these princi- 
ples set forth in a statement issued yester- 
day: 

“We believe the experience American 
business has had under the Sherman law 
has demonstrated that business evils have 
existed and will continue to exist as to 
which that law is necessary and should be 
retained in order to curb and, properly ad- 
ministered, to prevent. Therefore we do not 
believe, in view of the final construction 
placed upon the act in the Standard Oil and 
Tobacco trust cases, that the law should be 
changed. 

We believe the Sherman law was in- 
fended to be and must be construed at all 

es as a great remedial statute. Experi- 
ence in all English speaking countries has 
demonstrated that remedial and curative 
statutes cannot be administered so as fully 
and effectively to fulfill the purposes of such 
laws by that arm of the government which 
fis charged with the duty of enforcing the 
criminal laws, 


Politics Enters Administration. 

The attorney general is alone responsible 
for carrying out and enforcing the Sherman 
law. Experience under this act has shown 
that every new attorney general adopts his 
individual theory of the proper way to en- 

force this law. The law places this burden 
upon him, but the changes in policy and 
methods of enforcement have led to great 
uncertainty and unnecessary alarm to the 
business interests of this country. 

“The obligation of the attorney general 
to enforce the criminal provisions of this 
law prevents his being able to properly carry 
out the fundamental and remedial economic 
theory underlying this act, the proper carry- 
ing out of which alone can prevent the in- 
equalities, injustice, and business alarm 
which has led to the present demand for 
additional legislation. 

New Department Favored. 

It is, therefore, our settled and abiding 
ecoficlusion that some new machinery must 
be created which will act independently of 
the department of justice for the purpose of 
carrying out to the fullest extent the reme- 
dial theory of the Shermanlaw. This should 
be done by the creation of a trade commis- 
sion whichshould act independently and con- 
structively. . 

“The determination as to whether acts 
or agreements are in restraint of trade must 
depend upon the facts and circumstances of 
each individual case; and each practice, as 
applied to each of our varied industries, pre- 
sents different problems, and the possibility, 
therefore, of different opinions and conclu- 
sions, 

In our opinion, any lew attempting to set 
forth detailed acts which shall be held to 
constitute a restraint of trade will be found 
to be impractical. 


Expert Board Advocated. 

“The criterion should not be as to whether 
or not competition is in some respects reduced 
or regulated, but as to whether a particular 
business practice is fair and reasonable and 
for the public benefit. 

Wi'. therefore advocate the creation of an 
expert aministrative tribunal, with large 
powers of investigation, the right to con- 
duct its hearings untrammeled by the strict 
rules of procedure and evidence necessarily 
observed by the courts, and with power to 

determine the existence of those wrong 
business conditions that are forbidden by 
the Sherman law, and to order the discon- 
tinuance of such conditions to the extent 
necessary in any given situation. And we 
further believe that this commission should 
intervene first in all matters within the ap- 
plication of the Sherman law before the 
attorney general should be able to bring a 
bill in equity or an indictment under the 
Sherman law. 

“ Lastly, we believe this commission should 
be a body to which business men can come 
and submit their plans of future action for 
approval. and that all acts carried out in 

good faith under the approval of this com- 
gee should be performed without the pos- 
Bible danger of sub

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WAR ON FAKE BANKROPTS 


District Attorney Wilkerson to 
Investigate Cases. 


HAS A SEPARATE BUREAU. 


Joseph B. Fleming at the Head; In- 
quiries to Be Rigid. 


District Attorney James H. Wilkerson an- 
nounced last night that the government 
would investigate every suspicious bank- 
ruptcy case that has been in the federal 
courts in the last three years. 

Wee are going to go back as far as the stat - 
ute of limitations allows,“ said Mr. Wilker- 
son. ‘** Concentrated and aggressive action 
will be made and the codperation of all rep- 
utable lawyers is sought. Agents of the de- 
partment of justice will investigate every 
report made before a referee in bankruptoy. 
Something must be done to purify the bank- 
ruptcy situation in the federal courts.“ 

Mr. Wikerson announced yesterday that he 
had organized a separate department in his 
office for the prosecution of persons violating 
the bankruptcy laws. Assistant District At- 
torney Joseph B. Fleming, who was recently 
appointed, is at the head of the department. 

Close on the heels of Mr. Wilkerson's an- 
nouncement came a denunciation of the 
methods of Porter & Co., a bankrupt store 
at South State street and Jackson boulevard, 
from Federal Judge Landis. 

Bids were submitted yesterday morning 
for the sale of the property of the store. An 
auctioneer guaranteed 64,000. His bid was 
the highest. 

“I believe I was told that this property 
was worth about $25,000," said Judge Lan- 
dis. The appraisers value it at 88.588. 16.“

“TI want you to take notice in this case, 
Mr. Levinson,“ Judge Landis said, that 
you are representing a bunch of crooks.

SENATE BUGABOO 


Democratic Majority Com- 
pletely at Sea in Formu- 
lation of Legislation. 


PLAN TO APPEASE WILSON 


Protracted Hot Weather Debate 
in Prospect Over Presi- 
dent’s Program. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Special.]— 
The Democratic majority of the senate ap- 
pears to be completely at sea in the formula- 
tion and presentation of anti-trust legisla- 
tion. 

With the decks cleared of the toll exemp- 
tion issue, the senate today faced the under- 
taking of enacting the trust regulation legis- 
lation promised by all the political parties 
and specifically demanded by President Wil- 
som A protracted hot weather debate is the 
prospect. 

About the only principle guiding the Demo- 
cratic leaders at present is the determination 
to pass as little anti-trust legislation as will 
satisfy the president. 


May Dodge Stock Regulation. 

Unless compelled to act by Mr. Wilson the 
Democrats will not seek the passage of the 
bill authorizing the interstate commerce 
commission to regulate issuance of stocks 
and bonds by railroads. In like manner the 
greater part of the Clayton bill supplement- 
ing the Sherman law will be discarded unless 
the White House interferes with this pro- 
gram. 

The senate Democrats are already dissatis- 


fied with the trade commission bill which 


they reported favorably from the interstate 


commerce committee last week. They have : 
discovered that the hastily drawn measure 
contains a duplication of provisions for trans- 
ferring to the new body the authority of the 
existing bureau of corporations. An amend- 
ment to rectify this fault was approved by 
the committee today. 


Strike at “Unfair Competition.” 

Then in deference to the suggestion from 
the White House that the Democratic trade 
commission bill is inadequate the majority 
of the committee framed an amendment in- 
tendied to strike at unfair competition. 

The provisions of thisamendment were ap- 


propriated with some changes from a Dill 


drawn by Representative Stevens of New 
Hampshire, which was rejected by his Demo- 
cratic colleagues in the house. 

The Republicans characterize the amend- 
ment as “ bunk,” contending that nobody 
knows exactly what is “ unfair competition 
in commerce and that it would be dan- 
gerous to subject the business of the country 
to interferences emanating from the hazy 
ideas of a trade commission upon this sub- 
ject. 


FUTURE COMMERCE OUTLOOK 
DERIVES MORE CERTAINTY. 


Local Bank Suspensions Due to Spe- 
cial Causes and Should Have No 
Adverse Effect.
